- DEFECTIVE INFANT 


New York, November 24.—A case. re- 


sembling that of the Bollinger baby, of 


Chicago, déveloped. here today when a 
New York physicjan’ confronted the 
question whether the life of a defective 
baby should be saved by a surgical op- 
eration, despite the wishes of the par- 
ents, . 

The baby, a girl, was born last night. 
Mentally, the child appears to be nor- 
mal, but is paralyzed below the waist, 
has club feet, distorted knee joints and 
a spinal ailment which, physicians say, 
will’ prove fatal if avi operation is no 
soon performed. 

Dr. Julius Goldsmith, the attending 
physician, notified the parents that the 
child's life could be saved only hy a 
prompt operation. He said afterwards: 

“The parents absolutely refuse per- 
mission for the necessary operation. I 
could probably save the child’s life, al- 
though it would always remain help- 
lessly crippled. There is no action that 


the parents.” 

The father of the defective baby 
said: “I believe the Chicago physician 
was right. For the sake of humanity, 
I had rather see this child die now than 
have to live seven or eight years in 
misery and suffering. I think it would 
be better for all concerned. The doc- 
tors tell me an operation would only 
prolong its life, and that it would never 
be well. Even though the. operation 
were performed, they say, it would al- 
ways be paralyzed below the waist.

Herbert F. Haley, until a short time 
ago, was the owner of the Macon 
Coca-Cola and Bottling company and 
Miss Sikes was his stenographer. Mr. 
Haley owned the old Plant home place 
at 813 Mulberry street, where the 
Katherine apartments now lo- 
cated. | : 

On August 24, 1913, the Plant house 
was destroyed by fire, the origin of 
which appeared to be incendiary, but 
it could not be determined by those 
who investigated just who was re- 
sponsible for the fire. 

At a later date Thomson, in a letter 
to a friend of his, is alleged to have 
made the statement that Haley had 
set fire to the house himself. It is al- 
leged he did not stop with that state- 
ment, but accused Haley of keeping a 
woman of ill repute and with the em- 
bezzlement of funds belonging to the 
Coca-Cola company. 

Miss Sikes, in turn, is charged with 
writing a letter to a friend charging 
Thomson was the man who set fire to 
the Plant house. On this charge an 
indictment was found against her, the 
letter, it is said, being introduced as 
evidence. 

An indietment against Thomson was 
reported by the grand jury Tuesday, 
the charge being the carrying of a 
concealed weapon. It is alleged he 
was frustrated in an attempt to kill 
Haley.

MEDICAL EXAMINATION 
“AT SCHOOLS FINISHED 


Dr. Adkins Suggests Weak 
Children Be Given Prefer- 
“ence in Open Air Classes. 


That a complete medical examination 
of all the white grammar school chil- 
dren has been made since August 23 
was told the board of education yester- 
day in the first full report of Dr. 
W. N. Adkins, the new medical direc- 
tor of the Atlanta school system. Thie 
is the first time that the fifteen thou- 
sand children in the lower grades have 
been fully examined before the close 
of any school year and members of the 
board were agreeably surprised at the 
efficient and rapid work of the reor- 
ganized medical inspection department. 

Dr. Adkins also suggested to the 
board through Superintendent Landrum 
that weak and aneamic children attend- 
ing schools where open-air classes are 
conducted, should be given the prefer- 
ence over stronger children in being 
admitted to the open-air sections. Ac- 
tion on this proposal was held in abey- 
ance by the board on the ground that 
open-air classes were just being es- 
tablished in the city and that more 
open-air schools would soon be con- 
structed for the accommodation of who- 
ever wished to attend. 


Will Remedy Situation . 


The reports of the finance committee 
and the ladies’ board of visitors was 
also heard and, following suggestions 
contained in them, the board will at- 
tempt to remedy some of the situations 
existing in various schools. 

A total of fourteen thousand six hun- 
dred and twenty-four children in the 
rammar grades have been examined 
y r. Adkis, his assistants and by 
family physicians, according to Dr. Ad- 
kins’ report. Of this number 9,312 
children were found to be defective, or 
a percentage of 66. Six thousand one 
hundred were recommended to the care 
of a physician. The normal children 
were found to number 4,639. The re- 
port shows the instant favor with which 
the reorganized medical inspection de- 
partment was received by the patrons 
of the schools, for 14,001 children were 
examined by Dr. Adkins ang assistants 
and only 623 by family physicians. 

Dr. Adkins states that he will de- 
votes the next few weeks visiting the 
several schools to make talks on ways 
of detecting diseases in their first 
stages and also to make investigations 
1 oy to the prevention of any epi- 
demic liable to arise during the winter 
months. 

The report of the ladies’ visiting 
board showed that the school building 
at Oakland City, was dilapidtated, over- 
crowded and heated with stoves with- 
out fenders. The. present custom of

Spaces for Winter Play. 


To provide spaces for winter play 
in the basement of Walker Street, 
Ashby Street 
schools, the finance committee was 
requested to ask for sufficient funds to 
cement the basements of these schools, 
which now have only earth floors. #A 
committee will be appointed by Superin- 
tendent Landrum to consider the condl- 
tion of the play ground at the Tenth 
Street school and to make some ar- 
rangement for disposal of the large 
amount of clay, excavated in building 
the new annex, and at present inter- 
fering greatly with the recess activi- 
ties of the children. 

The need of an automobile in which 
the superintendent might visit reason- 
ably often the fifty-two schools of the 
city was earnestly discussed. Mr. Eu- 
banks stated that he felt sorry for the 
hampered position of Mr. ndrum and 
often took him in his machine to 
schools in the far sections of Atlanta. 
The matter of asking council for suffi- 
cient appropriations for an automobile 
was referred to the finance committee, 
as was also the proposal to buy a 
truck for the distribution of school 
supplies and materials used by the con- 
struction department. 

Captain George M. Hope, formerly 
vice president and president of the 
board, was requested to present a pic- 
ture of himself to the board, which 
might be hung on the walls of the of- 
fice. Captain Hope was elected a mem- 
ber of the board June 6, 1910, to fill 
an unexpired term. He was re-elected 
May 31, 1911, for the full term of five 
years, and resigned from the board 
December 7, 1914. Captain Hope was 
elected vice president of the board 
January 9, 1913, and served until Janu- 
ary 8, 1914, when he was elected presi- 
dent. He held this office until the 
date of his resignation.

The Boston Globe makes a statement 
with regard to the program of national de- 
fense which must be deplored by every 
right-thinking American. The Globe says: 


The indications are that the question 
of national defense will be made a par- 
tisan issue by congress, the democrats 
. | a program for defense, and the 
republicans having one for still greater 
defense. The people will pay the taxes 
whatever the program may be. 


There is no question, of course, that the 


people will pay the expenses, whatever pro- 


gram may be adopted. They fully expect to 
do it. They are ready and willing to pay 
any reasonable bills which the necessities 


of the situation may involve, in the opinion | 


of the nation’s best and most far-sighted 
judges, 

But the people are not willing that this 
important business proposition which affects 
both their pocketbooks and their peace and 
security should be made the football of 
partisanship, or an excuse for extravagant 
waste of public funds. 

The people of the United States realize 
that occasion has arisen for the expansion 
of our defensive resources. We must build 
both navy and army. But we must build 
slowly, with a view to defense and security, 
and with no thought of territorial aggran- 
dizement, which is no part of our policy. 

There is even more danger in too much 
preparedness than there is in too little of it. 
The question is one which may best be 
solved upon a basis of purely business prin- 
ciple. We should bring to this solution the 
best and ablest thought of the entire coun- 
try, regardless of whether it is democratic, 
republican, bull moose, or what-not; but 
politics as such should have no part or par- 
cel in it. 

If we would build our defenses right, 
we should build them solely as a business 
proposition, for we are almost certain to 
fail either at one extreme or the other if we 
permit politics to control the solution. 


THE NEGRO AS A FARMER. 


Foliowing a recent automobile trip 
through certain portions of the south, from 
Wilmington, N. C., to Pueblo, Colo., cover- 
ing a distance of 3,700 miles, made no doubt 
in more or less of a hurry, Dr. Samuel R. 
Maxwell, a Unitarian preacher, hastens to 
tell The Pueblo Chieftain, a newspaper of 
that city, that the negro farmers of the south 
are lazy, improvident and good-for-nothing. 

He told of one county through which he 
passed in Alabama populated entirely by 
negroes, without a white man living in it. 
It was “a most sorry sight,” he said. Monroe 
N. Work, a member of the faculty of the 
negro institute at Tuskegee, Ala., in com- 
menting upon Dr. Maxwell’s statement, in a 


| communication published elsewhere in The 


Constitution, declares 
county in the state. 

It will easily be concluded that Dr. Max- 
well misrepresented things ag to the par- 
ticular Alabama county, when it is known 
that he also makes the statement, according 
to The Pueblo Chieftain, that he passed 
through a Georgia county which was en- 
tirely deserted, because its bonded indebt- 
edness became so great that the residents 
were compelled to give up their property and 
move out. There is, of course, ‘no such 
county as this in Georgia. 

- Likewise, Dr. Maxwell makes an evidently 
erroneous statement with regard to bridges 
in the south, declaring that he crossed four- 
teen ferries in traveling 500 miles. It is 
evident that if Dr. Maxwell did anything like 
this he got a long ways from the “big road.” 

But Dr. Maxwell’s chief offense lies in 
his unwarranted slur upon the negro farmers 
of the south, based upon purely superficial 
observation. There are undoubtedly some 
careless and improvident negro farmers in 
every southern state, but agriculturally the 
race as a whole is making notable and cred- 
itable progress, as is shown by the census 
figures quoted in the communication already

referred to. In the ten-year period in the 


census between 1900 and 1910 the value of 
the farm property, including lands and 
buildings, owned by negroes in the south, 
increased nearly 300 per cent, while the 
value of domestic animals, poultry, imple- 
ments and machinery, owned by that race 
increased in proportion.

The Negro Farmer Traduced 
By a Careless and Superficial 
Observer of His Achievement 


Editor Constitution: I thought perhaps 
you might care to take notice of the accom- 
panying clipping. There are three state- 
mente here which are apparently not found- 
ed on facts. You will note in the last para- 
graph that it is stated that there is one 
county in Georgia that is entirely deserted 
because of the indebtedness. 
stated that he passed through one county in 
Alabama populated entirely by negroes. 
There is no such county in the state. The 
third charge is that the negro as a farmer 
in the south is a dismal failure. While it is 
true that there is a great deal of room for 
improvement in farming by negroes in the 
south, we find, according to the census re- 
ports, that in the decade from 1900 to 1910 
there was a very rapid increase in the value 
of farm property owned by negro farmers in 
the south. The value of the domestic animals 
owned by negro farmers increased from $865,- 
216,337 to $177,273,785, or 107 per cent; poultry 
from $8,788,792 to 35,113,756, or 35 per cent; 
implements and machinery from $18,586,225 
to $36,861,418, or 98 per cent; land and 
buildings from $69,636,620 to $273,601,665, 
or 293 per cent. From 1900 to 1910 the 
total value of farm property owned by 
the colored farmers of the south increased 
from $177,404,688 to 31492,8 92,218, or 177 per 
cent.

The — — of the south as a farmer is a 
dismal failure, according to Dr. Samuel R. 
Maxwell, the Unitarian preacher who arriv- 
ed in Pueblo recently and is reorganizing 
the Unitarian church here. Dr. Maxwell 
made an extensive automobile trip through 
the “black belt” of the south, traveling all 
the way from Wilmington, N. C., to Pueblo, 
3,700 miles, overland. He takes a keen in- 
terest in sociological conditions. 

“We passed through one county in Ala- 
bama populated entirely by negroes,” related 
Dr. Maxwell concerning his trip. “There is 
not a white man living in the county. It 
was a most sorry sight. These negroes, how- 
ever, are not as high a type as you see in 
the north, and appear to be of a much lower 
intellect. 

„The land in that particular county is 
fertile, and these negroes would be pros- 
perous if they tilled the soil properly and 
showed any evidence of scientific farming. 
All they grow is corn and cotton, corn and 
cotton, corn and cotton. It is very apparent 
that these negro farmers are lazy. Perhaps 
it’s the hook-worm of Rockefeller fame. 
Their houses are mostly shacks. They seem 
to be contented as long as they have a shack 
to live in and raise enough for a mere ex- 
istence. They make no pretence at public 
improvements.” 

Bridges are almost unknown in the “black 
belt.” r. Maxwell crossed fourteen ferries 
in travel 500 miles. One county in Geor- 
gia which Dr. Maxwell passed through was 
entirely deserted. Its bonded indebtedness 
became so great that the residents were 
compelled to give up their property and 
move out.

JUVENILE ASSOCIATIONS FORMED 
IN 17 CITIES, REPORTS JACKSON 


Nineteen cities of three states were vis- 
ited and seventeen Juvenile Protective asso- 
ciations were established by Crawford Jack-~- 
son, general secretary of the Atlanta Juve- 
nile Protective association, according to a 
report made to the board of trustees of the 
association. The associations were estab- 
lished in the following places: Three in Ala- 
bama: Huntsville, Decatur and Tuscumbia; 
two in Arkansas: Stuttgart and Hot Springs; 
twelve in Mississippi: Corinth, Hyhalia, Holly 
Springs, Oxford, Water Valley, Grenada, 
Winona, Canton, Jackson, Greenville, Indian- 
ola and Greenwood. 

In Memphis, where Mr. Jackson formed 
the first organization looking to the estab- 
lishment of the juvenile court and probation 
system eight years ago, he visited the juve- 
nile court and the Mary B. West special 
school for juvenile delinquents, which he 
regards as the most up-to-date and well 
equipped institution for the proper train- 
ing of juvenile delinquents which he has seen 
in the south. 

Mr. Jackson was invited to enter Missis- 
sippi by Governor-Elect Theo G. Bilbo and 
conduct a campaign in the interest of a 
state refarmatory and the juvenile. court 
and probation system, that state having no 
institution of this character. Copies of bills 
and laws were requested by Governor Bilbo, 
who will urge it in his inaugural address 
before the legislature the early part of next 
January. 

The branch Juvenile Protective associa- 
tions being formed over the south have a 
two-fold purpose: First, to protect and 
properly train juvenile delinquents and 


youthful lawbreakers in each community on 
the probation, or “Big Brother,” plan, with 
the ready consent of judges and other of- 
ficials. Second, to secure adequate legisla- 
tion. 

The mayor, judges, ministers and all 
those interested received Mr. Jackson very 
cordially and some boys began to be dealt 
with immediately. 

The general secretary read letters of con- 
gratulation from prominent persons whom 
Mr. Jackson interested and organized on be- 
half of the juvenile delinquents, including 
such men as Judge J. C. Pritchard, of the 
United States court of appeals; Howard B. 
Carlisle, of Spartanburg, S. C., who drew the 
bill at Mr. Jackson's instigation for that 
state; Judge Henry M. Cohen, of Tampa, Fla.; 
Rev. A. M. Robertson, of Hot Springs, Ark., 
and others. 

It is a matter of great interest to the 
association and will be to other philanthropic 
persons that the juvenile court and proba- 
tion bill, drawn by Mr. Jackson in January 
of this year for the state of North Carolina, 
after securing the support of Governor Locke 
Craig, Senator A. D. Ward, Representative 
Roberts and other prominent legislators and 
citizens throughout the state, became a law 
on the approval last March of Governor 
Locke Craig. This juvenile court and proba- 
tion system is now operative, as officials of 


the association think ought to be, in every 


county of North Carolina. 

The board of trustees unanimously elect- 
ed and added to their number Peter F. Clark, 
president of the Germania Savings bank, 
this city, and T. P. McMahan, Greenville, Miss.; 
E. R. Ragland, Jackson, Miss., and Judge L. 
J. Farley, dean of the law department at 
the University of Mississippi, all three of 
these being prominent and prosperous Mis- 
sissippians, who graduated with Mr. Jack- 
gon, the general secretary, at the institution 
just named. 


THANKSGIVING DINNER TO COST 
ATLANTA $35,300 THIS YEAR 


When Governor Bradford, in pioneer days 
—Detember 13, 1621 to be exact—sent his 
huntsmen into the forests of Massachusetts 
to provide the first feast that was added 
to the annual Thanksgiving celebration 
(hitherto devoted solely to prayer) he had 
no idea how much he was aiding the prod- 
uce merchant of today. 

The hunters went forth and returned la- 
den with venison and wild fowl, mostly tur- 
key. The day's feast was composed largely 
of that feathered martyr to the chopping 
block, and from that date on until your 
festive dinner today, the turkey has been 
a symbol of Thanksgiving and an indis- 
pensable asset. . 

Thanksgiving, as first established, was 
solely a day of prayer. Governor Bradford 
decided that he could add to the day’s pro- 
gram by serving a spread for the people 
who had come away from their source of 
food.to worship in the community gathering 
place. If he had not sent his huntsmen on 
their mission that memorable day, Atlanta 
would not have paid that $35,300 she spent on 
today’s Thanksgiving feast. 

Atlanta Leads South. 

Brokerage operators and produce mer- 
chants say that Atlanta has spent more 
for this yéar’s dinner than any other south- 
ern metropolis, and that the citizens have 
bought such lavish supplies that the markets 
have been thoroughly exhausted. This is 
the season's most indisputable proof of pros- 
perity. 


40 cents a dozen, have been sold to Atlanta 
homes. 
Grapefruit in Plenty. 

Then there is grapefruit, which, to the 
mind of many, is more a habit than a deli- 
cacy—which is as necessary to some Thanks- 
giving tables as the flowers and decorations, 
has been sold to the extent of three car 
loads at $900 a car, wholesale. Good grape- 
fruit retaile at $1 a dozen, aggregating 
$2,600. 

The Thanksgiving dish of grapes that 
will sparkle in the vicinity of the vase of 
chrysanthemums has cost Atlanta $2,400, or 
thereabouts. Two car loads of Tokay grapes 
have been taken off the market at $1,200 a 
car, wholesale, and 10 cents a pound, retail 
Aggregating 32,400, this adds the finishing 
items to the staple foodstuffs brought to 
the Atlanta market this year. 7 

Grocerymen and produce dealers figure 
that the incidentals will be $8,000, making 
an aggregate figure of $35,300, 

A noticeable fact of this year’s great 
market is that the bulk of the foodstuffs 
were brought from outside points. The 
Tokay grapes were shipped from California, 
and commission men state that 75 per cent 
of the turkeys were shipped from Alabama, 
Florida and South Carolina.

“Hatchet Buried” Wednesday

Unquestionably the biggest demon- 
stration of the spirit of “peace and 
harmony” which has lately pervaded 
the house of representatives came Wed- 
nesday when Representative Conger, of 
Decatur, arose to personal privilege and 
delivered a short, forceful address to 
the house.

REACH AGREEMENT 


Differences Between House 
: and Senate Adjusted and 
State Institutions Are Win- 
ners by Conferences. 


The differences between the house of 
representatives and the senate over 
‘certain items in the general appropria- 
tions bill were readily settled by a con- 
ference committee, and the bill finally 
passed both houses yesterday before 1 


o’ clock. 
The conference committee was com- 
posed of the following senators and 


representatives: 

For the senate—John D. Walker, De- 
Witt Pickett and E. P. Dobbs. 

For the house—N. F. Culpepper, Zac. 
Arnold and Howard H. Ennis. 

The bill as finally passed ‘is not only 
the original bill prepared by Chairman 
Henry J. Fullbright, of the house ap- 
propriatlons committee, last summer, 
in all its essential features, but carried 
a total of $76,000 above the original 
house committee bill. To the common 
scnool fund there has been 510, 000 
more added than in the original Full- 
bright bill, and $5,000 is aaded to the 
prison commission fund, The bill passed 
gives the military department $16,000 
less and the Old Soidiers’ home has 
been reduced $14,000. Other than these 
the items are all the same as fixed in 
the original Fullbright appropriations 
bill, which the 
last minute and left pending in the 
senate. ~ 

When the two houses convened Wed- 
nesday morning the disputed items 
were: The Old Soldiers’ home, which 
the senate had raised from $46,000 to 
$40,000; the prison department for 191%, 
which the senate had raised from $§90,- 
000 to $110,000, and the military depart- 
ment, which had been raised from 5286, 
900 to $40,000. 

In a session of less than an hour the 
conference committee reached an agree- 
ment and reported conclusion on the 
contested items to both houses as fol- 
lows: 

The senate receded from its position 
on the Soldiers’ home, and accepted the 
house figures, giving that institution 
$36,000 instead of $40,000. 

On the prison départment appropria- 
tion, placed by the senate at 110,000, 
the committee agreed on $106,000 for 
1916 and $100,000 for 1917. This was a 
compromise by both branches of the 
committee. 

On the military department appro- 
riation the committee agreed on 335, 
00, of which $5,000 should be set aside 
for prompt pay of the men in case of 
riot, in conformity with the Arnold 
contention. com-
